А September morn in the year 1955, a lone figure, his grammar school diploma in his pocket, set out from 
security to face insecurity. He urged himself forward to meet the unknown, the ominous building known to the 
initiated as the Annex. 

Alone. Alone in a crowd of three hundred fifty unfamiliar faces. Tumult seemed to surround and 
suffocate him, until one face, then another, took familiar shape. Common solitude became common bond. 

How difficult this first year would be! This was the first time he was required to take notes in class; 
never before had he crammed into the night for tests; and then, a world opened apart from his studies. He 
felt so young and unprepared. 

'As the Annex year drew to a close, his class had achieved a unity to which he had contributed. Braving 
jests of others, he had tried out for the leading male role in the Annex production of Junior Miss.

He had made a place for 
himself in the strange crowd of months before.

That first day there was something incongruous about the overwhelming quality of the number of corridors, 
rooms, and the natural, orderly orientation procedures. He, the sophomore, could see the barriers he would have 
to overcome. He would make a name for himself. 

This he did. He went up “аоуп” stairways; he, lost, was never on time for class; and he was a "touch" 
for every senior offering elevator passes, advance answers to the patch test, and special schedules with double 
lunches and no majors. 

School work became more difficult. Nose to the grindstone and shoulder to the wheel, he struggled. 
How he worked in this position is wondrous but his diligence was rewarded on report card day. 

Social activities offered a happy diversion. The first O.B.A. dance was a square dance to which he started 
with dread, because he had heard about ‘‘those’’ dances. His good time gave him fun and taught him not to 
be a “follower.” 

Like others, he found classmates with whom he was particularly compatible, and suddenly, he, too, was a 
member of a clique. Still, the cliques interrelated and the class operated well as an integrated whole. 

Excused early for the 2A picnic, he with his class, tumbled into buses and arrived at Verona Park. Skin- 
soaked by sun showers and/or lake water, spirits were undampened — and unmanageable. 
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Experienced now, he was anxious to assume the status of upperclassman. His almost arrogant self- 
confidence was immediately assailed by NOISE — hammers, saws, drills, shouts. Throughout the year a friendly 
battle was to rage between faculty with students and workmen with supervisors. Good-natured sufferance 
prevailed on the expectation that the outcome was to be а ''new" Weequahic. 

The next demand which took him down a second peg was advanced history and math courses, which offered 
higher college standing and more tests, homework, term papers. His reward was soon to come: Weequahic 
placed high above the national average on the Merit Scholarship Test. 

Things were not so bad that his increasing social obligations were neglected. The first class election provided 
the transition from study to pleasure concentration. 

A square dance set the pace for junior year activities. Happy memories of his first O.B.A. dance gave him great 
expectations which were realized. Being with only his classmates gave the class and the evening their own 
personality. 

The class personality deepened and stretched via the 3A-4B Play, (This time he was cast for the male lead 
role in You Can't Take It With You.) and the 3A Picnic (The afternoon was one of fun, food, and folly at 
Watchung Reservation.) He looked forward to senior-ity. 
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Не was a senior. Schoolwork and homework were the antidotes to his social engagements. Не took time for 
the special business of election of class officers. 

Months of preparation went into Bali Hai, the 4B Hop. He searched for ‘һе’ date, bought a new suit 
which he could barely don — so exhausted was he from decorating the gym that afternoon. 

On Torch Day, it took one moment to receive the torch, and bid adieu to the departing 4A's. On the next 
Torch Day, it was one more moment and he himself was displaced. 

Yes, poignant was the senior year. Even the prom's theme, Stardust Memories, was sweetly sad. 
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56 days to “б бау”... 35 days... 17 days... 3 days... “С Day.” Thus, the blackboards had been 


gleefully and confidently decorated. But “С бау” was, and he was not gleeful, but tearful, not confident, but 
hesitant.
